On 
Monday, Aug. 4th the caucus of Lib- 
eral members and senators will be 
held. and on the following dav the 
convention will be formally opened by 
Mr. McKenzie, after which the ques- 
tion ef the selection of a chairman will 
engage the attention of the delegates. 
lt js expected taat the business of the 
onvention will be concluded by the 
evening of August 7th.

Our popularity is 
our biggest asset. We are conducting 


events which are probably doing more | 


|than any other single Organization for 
‘the development of Northern Avberta, 
and indirectly the city of Edmonton— 
but our attendance is entirely volunt- 
ury, If we send away a satisfled 
'crowd we have made a good invest- 
ment If we send away a dissatis- 
fied crowd we have impaired our re- 
venue and our good will, 

“When we 6el! admission to the 
grand stand, and the people are crowd- 
ed and uncomfortable, and cannot en- 
joy the performance, they naturally 
‘go away dissatisfied. 

Big Seating Capacity. 

“Calgary has this year at a cost 
)of about $100,000 erected a new grand 
|stand with a seating capacity of be- 
[tween 6,000 and 7,000; Regina has 
done the same. Also, in the interests 
of safety, we should have a cement 
!stand; we had 
this year, and have had in the past— 
but we may not always be so fortunate 

“Then, the dairy interests of North- 
tern Alberta are outstanding, and we 


|most decidediy require a new dairy 
bullding—one that will do justice to 
the improvement of ‘this industry, 


and not only house the dairy exhibits, 
but also provide accommodation for 
dairy machinery and equipment.

Demand for a ‘closed shop,” the 
chief hitch in the settlement

}teen days of the etrike, was waived 
by union leaders. Demand for a 
three-watch system at sea, another 
disputed point, was submitted to a 
sub-committee for further discussion. 
Agreement was reached regarding 
wages and other working conditions, 
| Coincident with the agreement 
reached with the seamen'’s represent- 
atives, came announcement that 
members of the United Radio Tele- 
graphers’ association, which includes 
wireless operators on trans-Atlantic 
ships, had served notice on steam- 
ship owners that they would strike 
| unless they reached a substantial in- 
crease in wages.
